(hing in common. And HO it is not startling 
10 pick up a dispatch from Paris and read 
about the solicitude which Raymond Poincare, 
former president of France, displays anent 
the corning year and the association and 
neighbors which France by ihc very nature 
of tilings will have to contend with, peacefully 
or otherwise. 


Take a map of the new world, or rather 


the New Europe, which is the section of tho 
globe more strangely affected by tho universal 
struggle of 1914-1918.

N 


OW comes a wirier of books who 
ap- 


prises us that Middle West, America 


holds no monopoly on the horrific "Main 
street" of Sinclair Lewis' recent novel, but 
that there have been "Main Streets" thruout 
the age»," says the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
"Main Street," by the way, is a title which has 
become greater than its book. It stands now, la 
common parlance, as a vivid term for spiritual 
stagnation. And that is the sense, of course; 
in which it is used as applying to a condition 
which knows no time nor place within the 
memory of man. 


Dr. P. H. Ditchfield, an Oxford scholar, has 


given the public a .study of "Old Village Life," 
which is the title of his work. But while he 
paints without embellishment the drabness of 
the provincial inertia of another day, he does 
portray a side of English country life which 
is without counterpart in the Lewis novel. For 
the Roman period he describes "a culture 
which in certain respects far more nearly re- 
sembles that of modern times than in almost 
any of the intervening period." He includes, 
also pictures of the Saxon thane, the Norman 
lord, the Tudor and .Stuart husbandman. The 
villagers of old enjoyed amusements which, if 
not as brilliant as the ".Main Street" movie 
were more picturesque and certainly as brainy. 


But Ditchfield was not writing a novel 


and therein probably lies the advantage of th- 
medieval village over that of modern Middle 
West America as paralleled in these two books.
